The total losses of merchant ship- 
ping during the whole war are 1,738, 
representing, 7,118,112 tons. 
losses are inade up ag follows.—1,078 
British ships totalling 4,605,132 tons, 
434 allied ships of 1,498,047 tons, and 
426 neutral ships of $,014,.043 tons. , 

This represents a monthly average 
during the war of 324,000 tong, 

Of the 70 ships tost in June 52 
were British of ,20-4 tons, 19 
‘Allied of 82,727 tons and eight neu. 
{ral of 18,285 tons, 

Presenting these fgures the Ad- 
miralty annotinces that after to-day 
ft iy not proposed to continue pub- 
Ushing shipping: losses due to enciny 
actlon at regular Intervals because 
valuable information ts by this 
means given to the enemy. From time

Sale of Vegetables 
Since the last meeting a Ictter had 


‘been received from the Verctable, 


Fruit Owners and Employees Guild, 
agreeing to the Committee's sugges- 
tlon that a representative might be 
present at the purchases and sales of 
vexetables by the laans, The Com- 
mittee expressed, their appreciation 
for this gesture. The. Guild hod, 
further, agreed to undertake the sale 
of uny vegetables which: the Com- 
mittee desired to send to one of the 
laans suggested by it on a commission 
basis of 6.4 per cent. of the selling 
price. This would enable an addl- 
tonal check to be made on the mar- 
keting of local produce. 

The Chairman mentioned that in- 
formation had been received that 
certiin faans had sent emlssaries to 
the’ New Territories to offer loang to 
farmers without interest on conditlon 


-that—the~-farmers~ disposed—of— their 


vegetables to the Iaans and were not 
led into co-operating with the Com- 
mittee. The Guild made it quite 
clear that their members were in no 
Way associated with such action, 
which had not been authorised by 
the vegetable laans, 

It.was agreed that thls step need 
not discourage the Committee In any 
way in its Intention to open for 
business the Committee's vegetable 
stalls on the dnte fixed at the pre- 
vious mecting, If tho Jaans_ men- 
tioned followed this up by offering 
the farmers a higher price for thelr 
vegetables in order to compete against 
the Committee's salaried agents; 
then one of the two main objects 
the Committee had in view, that fs, 
to encourage the farmer to grow

, WASHINGTON, July 2-(UP).—The world’s largest agricultural nations—the 

United States, Argentina, Canada and Australia—are being considered by govern-

For eleven days Dr Kelsey 
kept a diary. Here are ex- 
tracts from it:— : 


First Day 


I believe it is April 7. The 
column started, when the first 
light was showing, towards 
Derna, some 40 miles away. 


We went forward with the 
tanks, On the top of the 
escarpment fighting soon be- 
gan, with much — shrapnel 


whistling round most unplea- - 


santly, About six wounded, 
but no ambulances at hand. 
We dispersed them (the, 
wounded) over various trucks 
with much difficulty. 

One of the wounded was at 
the back of my truck, shot 
through the right arm—com- 
pound fracture of the 
humerus.
